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WORLD  LARD  OUTPUT 
UNCHANGED  IN  ±963 

Lard  output  in  the  world* s  leading  producing  countries  in  19^3  is  estimated 
at  7A50  million  pounds,  unchanged  from  1962. 

Production  in  North  America,  South  America,  and  Western  Europe  showed  no 
change  in  1963  as  decreases  in  some  countries  were  offset  by  increases 
elsewhere . 


U.S.  production  continued  to  decline,  largely  because  of  the  continued  drop 
in  the  average  yield  of  lard  per  hog.    This  same  factor  coupled  with  re- 
duced slaughter  in  1964  will  mean  a  further  reduction  in  output  this  year. 
There  were  no  significant  changes  in  production  reported  for  South  Ameri- 
can countries. 


The  greatest  change  shown  for  Western  Europe  was  a  15  million  pound  drop 
in  France.    This  was  offset  by  smaller  gains  in  several  other  countries. 

Lard  production  in  Eastern  Europe  was  down  80  million  pounds  because  of  a 
large  drop  in  Poland  and  a  lesser  reduction  in  Yugoslavia. 

The  estimated  production  increase  of  100  million  pounds  in  the  USSR  is 
associated  with  the  increased  slaughter  of  hogs  brought  about  by  acute 
feed  shortages  last  year.

Trade 


Exports  from  major  lard  producing  countries,  outside  of  Communist  bloc 
countries,  rose  about  one-fifth  in  19^5 •    Most  of  the  increase  was  ac- 
counted for  by  larger  exports  from  the  United  States.    U.S.  lard  exports 
reached  53$  million  pounds,  reversing  the  downward  trend  of  the  previous 
two  years.    The  U.S.  share  of  total  exports  was  65  percent,  also  reversing 
a  downward  trend  of  recent  years.    There  was  also  a  slight  rise  in  ship- 
ments from  the  Netherlands. 

The  increasing  volume  of  trade  in  lard  continued  in  \<)6k.    The  United  King- 
dom remained  the  largest  buyer  in  1963  and  increased  its  buying  in  196^. 
There  has  also  been  increased  buying  by  several  countries  in  Eastern  Europe. 
Cuba  has  become  the  second  leading  importer  once  again  but  on  a  far  smaller 
scale  than  in  the  days  prior  to  the  Communist  take-over.    Most  of  its 
supplies  now  come  from  the  Netherlands  whereas  they  formerly  were  supplied 
by  the  United  States.    Most  of  the  other  major  importing  countries  took 
about  the  same,  or  less  lard  in  19^3  than  in  1962. 


Outlook 

Total  lard  production  in  196^  in  the  major  producing  countries  is  likely 
to  be  about  the  same  as  in  19^3*    Production  is  forecast  to  be  down  in  the 
United  States.    Hog  numbers  in  Western  Europe  were  at  a  cyclical  low  point 
in  late  1963,  and  pork  production  is  not  expected  to  recover  fully  until 
late  196U  or  early  1965.    The  recovery  in  Eastern  Europe  may  take  somewhat 
longer. 

Foreign  demand  for  U.S.  lard  has  been  strong  during  the  first  three  quarters 
of  196^  and  exports  for  the  year  may  reach  TOO  million  pounds,  unless  un- 
usually high  prices  begin  to  have  an  adverse  effect  upon  sales.     It  is  also 
likely  that  total  exports  from  major  producing  countries  will  exceed  900 
million  pounds  with  the  U.S.  share  of  the  total  approaching  80  percent.
